L-S plays role in PBS documentary on teenage boys

PBS premiered a TV documentary on 
January 12, 2006 about raising boys in Ameri- 
ca. The film, co-produced by Lincoln-Sudbury 
Regional High School graduate Craig Gins- 
berg, Class of 1995, featured several L-S stu- 
dents. 

Raising Cain has been viewed across the 
nation and has been credited with providing 
insight into the psychology of boys. The issue 
of raising boys has recently been in the news 
since a Milton boy sued his high school for 
ignoring the emotional needs of his gender. 

Child psychologist Dr. Michael Thomp- 
son begins the documentary by saying, “Amer- 
ica’s boys are in trouble. They are the most 
violent in the industrialized world. Many are 
unable to express their emotions. On average, 
boys are doing worse in the classroom than 
they were ten years ago.” 

The documentary explores how our cul- 
ture and trends in American parenting have 
influenced the development of males from 
birth until early adulthood. Thompson dis- 
pells common misconceptions about boys and 
helps parents to understand boys’ inner-lives 
and emotions. He feels that parents will be 
better role models for their children if they are 
aware of their boys’ feelings and dilemmas. 

The documentary follows boys of differ- 
ent ages, ethnicities, and economic realities 
in order to analyze their behavior. It features

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middle school teenagers from a middle-class 
community in Melrose, Massachusetts, stu- 
dents in a poor community in Chelsea, MA, 
and high school seniors from L-S. The seniors 
are Kobe Elias, Jimmy Lesko, Adam Cole, and 
Jason Fazio. 

The group of L-S boys participated in 
the controversial “Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarves” Senior Dress-Up Day performance 
while Raising Cain cameras rolled. Much of 
the L-S community was outraged by the per- 
formance which, some claim, portrayed gang- 
rape and offended spectators who have expe- 
rienced sexual harassment. Some members 
of the L-S community worried that Raising 
Cain would focus on the Dress-Up Day inci- 
dent and would portray the school poorly on 
national television. 

Thompson did use the performance in 
the documentary, but he showed it in context 
and provided insight into why it occured and 
how adults in the community should respond 
to the boys’ misbehavior. In the end, the boys 
came to Superintendant/Principal Dr. John 
Ritchie and apologized for their controversial 
skit. They also claimed that they did not re- 
alize beforehand that the performance would 
be offensive. In the documentary, Thomp- 
son commended Ritchie’s decision to have a 
productive dialogue with the students instead 
of simply punishing them as many schools

would have. 

Thompson implores parents and 
teachers to make the distinction between play 
violence and real violence. Pretend violence, 
“rough-housing” and wrestling, he claims, 
are normal and natural for boys in moderate 
amounts, and when parents reprimand boys 
for these impulses, they teach the boys that 
their inner lives and feelings are inherently 
bad. 

Adult figures should instead talk 
about these feelings openly and provide an en- 
vironment in which children can release their 
feelings safely. He hopes that by showing 
emotional strength and honesty, parents will 
become better role models for their boys and 
boys will learn that being a “man” has more to 
do with their feelings than with their physical 
ability. 

Raising Cain concluded with the War- 
riors Thanksgiving Day football game against 
Newton South. The L-S football players went 
into the game thinking that the day would 
be a measure of their physical strength and 
would determine if they were ready to call 
themselves ‘men.’ When they lost the game 
by three points with seconds left on the clock 
they did become men, but not in the way they 
had anticipated.

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| Fear is the defining characteristic of our generation

Throughout the course of the twentieth 
century, every decade has had its own defin- 
ing quality, some event or concept that clearly 
outlined the social context of the times. The 
30s had the Great Depression, the 40s had 

WWII, the 50s had suburbia, and so on and 

-so on. When I think of this concept, I wonder 
what exactly will be remembered about this 
decade. Members of older generations are 
always complaining about generation X, Y, Q, 
you name it, and always they are defining and 
redefining every other period in time. But how 
will people characterize this generation in the 
years to come? What is the key characteristic 
of this decade? The answer is fear. 

When the millennium turned there was 
already a widespread sense of fear present. 
No one could even imagine what it meant to 
change millennia, as the last time it happened 
was, you guessed it, a thousand years ago. By 
the time December 31, 1999 rolled around 
there was this widespread hysteria labeled 
Y2K, where many believed that the change 
of millennia would bring on the apocalypse, 
airplane crashes, nuclear holocaust, and eco- 
nomic collapse all because some lady’s credit 
card wouldn’t ring up correctly at Toys ‘R’ Us. 
Despite the frenzy, the enormous glittering 
ball dropped without a hitch. The fear calmed 
and we returned to the confidence of the lin- 
gering late-nineties. The new decade seemed 
like it wasn’t going to be far different from its 
predecessor. The only difference was a very 
close election resulting in a vote recount. 

September 11, 2001: the zeitgeist of the 
new decade showed its face. This was to be 
the age of fear. America, at first swelled into 
brotherhood by a common determination to 
rebuild, but soon collapsed into finger point- 
ing. Now, halfway through, we can see just 


how much this decade has revolved around 
fear. Anthrax, WMDs, Muslims, Hijackers, 
suicide bombers, Madrid, London, War on 
Terrorism, Freedom Fries, Fast Food, SARS, 
Sudan, Personal Rights, Freedom Act, Natu- 
ral Disasters, affirmative action, tsunami, hur- 
ricaines, economic slump, flu shots, social 
security, and recently the Avian Flu are just 
some of the major causes of fear within the 
past 5 years. The idea of terrorism, in par- 
ticular, has infiltrated nearly every nation in 
the world. The term serial killer has become 
synonymous with terrorist, transforming the 
figure from just a twisted being to a political 
statement. The McCarthyist idea of Terrorist 
Hunting has even begun to infringe upon our 
basic civil rights. 

This fear even reached suburbia and our 
own little town of Sudbury. Parents are afraid 
to leave their children outside alone during 
the day. People have a constant distrust of 
the world, locking their doors every night. 
Middle school students are afraid a scruffy 
man in a white sedan will abduct them. Stay- 
at-home parents can’t be at home without the 
door locked for fear of being attacked by a 
hooded, knife-wielding sexual offender. Stu- 
dents have a sense of panic over “getting into 
a good school”, they fear that they will be un- 
able to function in life otherwise. Fear has 
even shaped our palate as people have cut out 
bread from their diet, replacing it with butter 
and cheese, in order to thwart the growing 1s- 
sue of obesity America. 

We have even been frightened out of 
action. Massachusetts has always been one 
of the most liberal states in the country, but 
in recent years, the entire country has taken 
a step to the right. Now, once diehard activ- 


ists are too afraid to fight for what they feel 
is right because they do not receive popular 
support. 


Fear has drained the life out of our 


country. A few months ago, after the LSB 
Players production of The Laramie Project, 
a group of Reverend Fred Phelps supporters 
came around to, among other agendas of ob- 
scene anti-gay hatred, protest an elementary 
school student for writing an award-winning 
essay on Ellen DeGeneres. A small group of 
L-S students went out to counter them at a 
Brookline High graduation, but the remainder 
of our liberal Massachusetts did absolutely 
nothing. Ultimately, the anti-gay group be- 
came tired of the lack of opposition and re- 
turned home. In addition, we have let racism 
run rampant, as fear of Muslims has led many 
to hatred. I took a trip to Scotland a year ago, 
and in the city of Edinburgh there happens to 
be a large population of Muslims. I remember 
feeling uncomfortable when I passed them in 
the streets, hushing up so as not to draw atten- 
tion to myself or my family. It was then that I 
realized just how far we had let things slip. 

It’s hard for me to remember a life with- 
out this underlying sense of fear. Maybe we 
high school students no longer worry that we 
are going to open up a UPS package filled with 
Anthrax, but the fear that without college one 
cannot succeed in life hits many of us pretty 
hard. Everyday I think about the fear that is 
ingrained in our society and I wonder when 
people are going to snap out of it. I, personal- 
ly, am trying my best to shed this sense of fear. 
I’d rather be spending my time rejuvenating 
my sense of passion, little by little, than spend 
time panicking over college. I don’t know 
what this country will look like in five years 
time, but I sure as hell hope the color returns, 
because I don’t want to live through another 
half-decade in the age of fear.

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Youth Risk Survey reveals dangerous behavior 


Recent statistics show consistancy in drug and alcohol use, theft, but decline in smoking

The results of the Youth Risk Behavior 
Survey, taken by 1,211 Lincoln-Sudbury Re- 
gional High School students last spring, show 
a decrease at L-S in risky behavior from past 
years. Administered for the fourth time since 
1997, the survey is meant to help administra- 
tors pinpoint problems or issues facing stu- 
dents. The survey contains questions about 
drug use, depression and suicide, sexual be- 
havior, safety issues, stress and dietary behav- 
iors, and violence. 

One statistic that remains consistant is 
alcohol use among students. The survey re- 
ported that 24 percent of L-S students have 
binged on alcohol, while 45 percent admitted 
to using alcohol in the past 30 days. These 
figures seem startling, but they are below the 
state level and show a decrease in percentage 
from the 2001 results. 

In response to the survey, Superintendant/ 
Principal Dr. John Ritchie said, “The results 
are similar to what we’ve seen in recent years, 
though the decline in smoking is noteworthy.” 
Smoking among L-S students has gone down 
from 16.2 percent in 2001 to 12.3 percent to- 


day. This is a significant decrease, but not all 
areas of behavior have shown the same im- 
provement. 

The survey shows that, in the past month, a 
staggering 22.5 percent of students had ridden 
in a car with a driver who had drunk alcohol. 
Another nine percent of students had driven a 
car themselves after consuming alcohol. 

Other results are more consistant with the 
state-wide results. 8.1 percent of L-S students 
admitted to attempting suicide while 8 percent 
of Massachusetts students admitted doing so. 

As Ritchie added, “The survey results 
provide a pretty accurate snapshot of the fact 
that teenagers are under a lot of pressure and 
stress and engage in various types and levels 
of risky behavior partly as a result, and partly 
for other reasons.” 

Drug use has remained relatively constant 
at L-S. About 22 percent of students admit to 


using marijuana, while four percent admit to 
using ecstasy and cocaine. Two percent have 


tried heroin, and 2.5 percent have used ste- 
roids. As L-S junior Lauren McQuillin noted, 
“I was very surprised to learn that so many 
students had tried drugs like cocaine, ecstasy 


and heroine. I knew that alcohol and marijua- 
na would have high results in terms of student 
usage, but I had no idea so many students had 
experimented with these other drugs.” 

One of the most surprising statistics in- 
dicated that 23.8 percent of parents allow 
their children to drink alcohol at home, while 
5.3 percent allow the smoking of marijuana. 
Lieutenant Scott Nix of the Sudbury Police 
Department said, “It comes down to account- 
ability and what kind of message the parents 
send.” 

Theft also remains a major problem at L- 
S. About 31 percent of students have had per- 
sonal property stolen or damaged. The fresh- 
man class is hit the hardest with a percent 
of students affected, while only 23.2 percent | 
of seniors claim to have been affected. 

The results of the survey will be used to | 
give faculty, administrators, and parents an in- 
dicator of areas where educational efforts are | 
still needed. The state-administered test will | 
also provide the state with more current sta- 
tisitics. 


New AIDS quilt displayed, honors L-S loss

To the beautiful melody of the Pachelbel’s 
Canon, the new school AIDS quilt was dedi- 
cated at a ceremony on Wednesday, December 
14, by the lightwell near the administrative 
offices. Superintendent/ Principal Dr. John 
Ritchie and history teacher Bill Schechter 
spoke briefly at the ceremony. 

According to Ritchie the new quilt sym- 
bolizes the school’s continuing commitment to 
fight AIDS, and also memorializes the eleven 
Lincoln-Sudbury Regional High School alum- 
ni who have died of the disease. 
Family members of these L-S 
AIDS victims were invited to 
the ceremony. 

Later this year, the quilt 
will be hung permanently when 
a display about the school’s his- 
tory is completed. The new quilt 
replaces one lost or misplaced 


during the move to the new 
building. Assistant Athletic Di- 


rector Nancy Lopez, Registrar 
Maryellen Gallagher, art teach- 
er Anne Walker and her students 
took on the challenge of making 
the new quilt. 

HIV first appeared in the 
United States among humans in 
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1981, and the lack of knowledge concerning 
its cause, along with the fact that it was ini- 
tially considered by many to be a “gay illness” 
gave the virus an undertone of mystery. 
According to Schechter, there has long 
been a personal connection between L-S 
and the global AIDS tragedy, which has now 
claimed 25 million deaths worldwide. 
idea of creating an AIDS patchwork quilt to 
commemorate the victims of AIDS from Lin- 
coln-Sudbury. The idea was inspired by a na- 
tional AIDS quilt that was first conceived in 
1985 by Cleve Jones, a San Francisco Gay

Rights activist, whose goal was to document 
and record the lives and deaths of those he 
feared history might forget. 

The original AIDS quilt, which on sey- 
eral occasions has been displayed on the Na- 
tional Mall, is composed of many panels, each 
one personalized by the family of a victim to 
express the humanity of the person who had 
died. Taking this basic idea to L-S, the GSA 
invited students and faculty to draw designs 
on blue and white clothing to incorporate the 
L-S school colors. 

The old AIDS quilt hung near the main of- 
fice of the old building, but with 
the move to the new school, it 
seems to have at least tempo- 
rarily disappeared. Apparently, 
everyone thought that someone 
else was supposed to take the 
AIDS quilt. It may very well 
be in an unpacked box some- 
where in the new building, says 
Schechter. 

The new quilt was created 
to retain the same general feel- 


ing as the old one, although 
there are slight differences. 


Patches are still blue and white, 
and the designs on them were 
drawn by the students in Walk- 
er’s classes.

Guns will be firing in hunting seasons, during school hours, 
less than a fifth of a mile from building, sports fields

Lincoln-Sudbury Regional High School 
students may face a danger few seem aware 


of. Hunters are legally permitted to shoot deer 


and other game while school is in session on 
a hunting reserve less than one fifth of a mile 
from the school, and mere hundreds of feet 
from the turf fields. According to Blue North- 
ern Trading Company, a local provider of guns 
and ammunition, a 22-Caliber gun, the most 
common gun used for deer hunting, shoots 
a bullet that can travel for a mile without 
wavering. 

An official from the District ., 
Office for the Commonwealth of LAY 
Massachusetts Wildlife Man- an 
agement stated that such D Oe 
hunting is legal as long as ine ; 
it is at least 500 feet from fall 
school property and 150 feet 
from a paved road. The official 
would not comment on the level of 
danger this presents to students. 

The deer hunting season for the Pantry 
Brook Wildlife Reserve begins on November 
28 and ends on December 31. Deer hunting 
is permitted a half hour be- 
fore sunrise to a half hour 
after sunset, shooting turkey 
is permitted from April 25 
through May 2, a half hour 
before sunrise until noon. 
Hunting seasons extend past 
those dates for other animals 
but were not specified on the 
sign bordering the land.
